A FKEB-PORT CANDIDATB. 



Dr. Ash has nt length given tbe public an 
opilomo ot his poiitioal viowa. W.e oaiinoi 
hazard even a epccalation as to the oriticul 
powers of the farmers of Melchosin ami 

Ksquimalt DislriclH, but wo think wo aro 
fiifo in sayinj; the doctor's aiUiresa will pn/.- 
ilo tliem. We (niealion very niiicb iiulccil 
if it has not pazzled tbe doctor himsoll. 
When a oondldote for legialativo honors 
tells the pcoplo of Vancouver Island ilml 
ho is opposed, in the " prcBont o.\pi cluul 
oonJition"of tlie colony, to malting cliango?, 
und llion iilmost in tlio snnm brcalh a.l- 
vooales tho greatest of all change?— an 
alteration in the constitution of the oountrv 
— we are inolined to think him inconsistent, 
if not paradoxical. His position is not iniicb 
improved when wo come to other political 
statements. Ho i" an nnliincliing tuppoitir 
of the free port, which in its turn stipporiiii 
hy direct taxation, yet he tells u.s thai 
although " in favor of direct taxation " lie 
believes " our revenue should bo drawn 
from a wider area " — an assertion which, un- 
der our present circumstances, when every 
class ill the colony capable ot paying; taxi's 
is already la.ted to tho utmost, would iiiiply 
Dotliiiig inure nor less than customn dutii;' 
AVhen wo oxamino tlic doctor's Honliiiienl.i 
on tho question ol union of tho colonies, v.e 
cannot sa; wo are very much ouligbtened 
We ore told that tho floose of Assembly lias 
dealt with the matter by a resolution winch 
will "render it probable that uiiioii wiii 
Bhortly occur," hut Dr. Ash does not inf. rm 
us wliL'lher ho dtsirca union, or if the qu 's 
tion came up again iu tho House, wliulher 
be would BustaiD the union resolutions, lie 
seems satisfied with toHmg the elcotors of 
Metobosin what they already know, that ccr 
tain resolutions passed tho House. This, he 
says, leaves little to be said " savo that ii i,» 
of tho utmost nuiioitancc that tho ((uest.oii 
should be dcliiiitoly neulod as soou >i3 p.-^i- 
bio." Ai'jjiirently llio doctor docH not circ 
how it is settled, and, by avoiding a tlruigiil- 
foiwatd opinion on tbe matter, very palpably 
indicates that ho is opposed to union, iic- 
oiprocily and tho abolition of iinprisoninoin 
for debt, tho doctor has very wisely borrowi'd 
from tho union and tariO' party ; but wo i-i'c 
nothlDg of the oihor plunks ol his op|)on- 
ent's platform — nothing of the Humesluad 
Law— nothing of tho tax on uncultivated 
lands (which no doubt would press heavily 
on the doctor] — and nothing of a Mci-luinic's 
Lien Law. It is true wj have hoiuo iiuKli' 
nito ideas about iinuiigralion, nnakin;; roadn, 
and slaugiitcring beasts of prey ; but the doc- 
tor, with an air ol mystery, lets us luiow 
nothing as to how immigration is to be in- 
duced and the immigrant settled — what sys- 
tem ho would devise as a eut/stitute for the 
present very ineQeclDal road system, and 
whether tho medical gentlemen of the llmist 
under his guidanco are to iindortalic ihc 
destruclion of panthers by powdor or Iv 
prubsic acid. 

'i'ho " knifo grinder " could ilot amuso hi- 
interrogalor with a story, for the very good 
reason that he had none to tell. Dr. Aali, 
wo believe, is an esliniablo man enou;^h ar:il 
intelligent man enough, but when ho ciiUr.s 
iSio polilic'.U arena ho feels a want— lik.i ihe 
knile grinder, his political story is not luM, 
because he has no politics to roliile. From tui- 
ginning to end of the address there is nut ou 
idea— in some places we have a jumble, in 
others a oontradiction, and in all a moji 
melancholy attempt to please both pariie:' : 
but there is not a single peg on whicli llie 
fanner cmi liaii;,' his hope; not u single s .iic- 
inoiil liy which tho public can bo n--i!;iit 
thai iho iloctor will adil even in the rem 'e.s! 
d«grce 10 the prosperity uf the country. I In 
man who can talk ol eobcmes of immigraiion. 
without showing the Blighlest disposition or 
capacity to relio\e the hundreds wIm ;irc 
wolking our .-trcels unable to otitain i!in|i!i.y- 
monl, is no douht a truo repre.sentativo ul the 
intellect of Irco port iiionoinanin, Iml he i 
at the same time a dangerous uian in any 
Legislative Ansembly. Wo are willing to 
admit that uur population is small — much too 
small for tho prosiiority of tho eounlry ; Imh 
who have inado it bo, mid who have driven il 
away in shipluadj but tho parly with w:.!i:!. 
Ur. A,.:h u allird— the Iree port laiiai r- 
These arc tho iiiun who have taken Ihe lial 
last out ol the Island ship, so that the firsi 
gale has knocked us on our beam>unds. 
These are tho men who iu their blind sel- 
fishncss havo sealed up tho industries of the 
colony, who havo kept our l.ilnnd hii-

— who havo sent our rolurnoil iniNors to 
Boise or California, disrupteil the lioineL' ol 
our mcobaoicB, crushed with heavy hand the 
laboring man, and adding a climax to their 
follies, friyhtoiiod the I'^igliah capitalist. Vm 
thi'se sorviees they now u=k tho lunrii rs -,f 
Meleliosiii ti) .show thoir gratitudu hy ri liiiii- 
iiig Dr. Ash. It may bo that llui ijund 
naturcd scttleia, following strictly tho C'hriM- 
iao docttino ol presenting Ibe unsmltten eluek 
to tho smlter, will return tho mcdioal gentlc- 
nuan ; wo confess ho has many advuntagoii, not 
tho leant uf which are being lirat in tho Hold, 
and having obtained ihu iis-islaneo uf Dr. 
I Icliiiekoii, whoso peisuiial popularily only 
too IretiUenlly covers hia inimical and retro- 
greesivo polities; but if tho Meiuhosin people 
nro led away from their duty by tho lire,, 
levant eiroumstanco thut Or.
